T he case w as desperate. 
All in­ 
ternal remedies had failed, and there was no chance 
left of preserving life but by Mgh external excitem ent, 
and tho Doctor determined to create this hy a succos- 
«loii o f severe flagellations. Thews worn briskly applied, 
nnd in a short timo produced indications o f uneasiness 
and pain. 
T his treatment was unremittingly pursued 
for more than tw elve hours, 
till 
tho man »poke, and 
complained o f being pained by the whipping, when tho 
severe appliance was relaxed. 
H e by no moans ap­ 
peared to relish this harsh procedure, and in return gave 
his attendants several severe blows. 
If, while lifting 
his arm to strike n blow , the flagellation was suspend­ 
ed, the arm would instantly «ink powerless ; to such a 
degree had the effects of the narcotic drug provailed 
over the nervous system , thnt nothing but the torture of 
the rods could rouse him. 
On his recovery, it was said 
that the man’s wife was highly sulisfh d with his reme­ 
dial course, which was believed 
to have had a good 
moral effect upon his subsequent conduct!
